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A S0-page proposal for classified 
employees of the Placentia Unified 
School District which secks a 9.15 
per cent salary adjustment, was 
offered to members of the school 
board Monday night. 

The document seeks a 6.1 per cent 
cost of living increase and 
calculating the loss of purchasing 
power at 3.05. per cent, that 
additional amount for ‘ta cost of 
living salary adjustment due of 9.15 
per cent.”’ 

Outlined in the paper is that the 
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6.10 per cent be used as a raise and 
the 3.05 per cent as a fringe benefit 
package. 

Included in the comprehensive 
fringe benefit package are a 
suggested medical plan including 
prescription plan and annual 
physical examination, life insurance 
and dental and vision plans. ‘‘All 
these would include dependent 
coverage to be provided at district 
expense,’ the document outlines. 

Ray Martindale, one of the 
committee nepotiating members 


said that classified employees, who 
are negotiating as members of the 
California School Employees Assoc- 
iation, had functioned last year 
without a formal contract, using an 
interim agreement. 

He said that his group this year, 
which includes all employees who 
are not certificated (teachers-other 
professionals) desires a formal 
contract and to that end has 
submitted the comprehensive docu- 
ment. 

A public hearing will be held on 


the proposal at & p.m. Monday, 
April 11 at the PUSD_ trustees 
meeting. Copies of the proposal are 
available 

The date also is that for 
reorganization of the PUSD board, 
when newly elected trustees will be 
sworn into office and an election of 
officers will be held. 

Included in the complex CSEA 
document are provisions for early 
retirement at age 5S under certain 
conditions with a continuation of the 
health and welfare plan through age 
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unless other plans apply. 
anne vacation time also is 
covered. 
Other items in the proposal 


include organizational rights, hours 
and overtime, pay and allowances, 
employees expenses and materials, 
health and welfare benefits, 
holidays, vacation plan, leaves, 
retraining and study leaves, hiring, 
transfers, promotion, layoffs and 
reemployment, disciplinary actions, 
grievances procedures, work condi- 
tions, safety, training.

Street 

That wasn’t vers mans, Consider: 
ing the confines of the old building, 
it was quicker and pleasanter lo 
drive over to Fullerton, So when the 
new facts was built, we all decided 
to bring our business back. It’s been 
like the parimutuel window ever 
since. 

Post Office facility and parking lot 
decisions are always mide by an 
expert. Thats somebody who lives 
out of town. Lt might look good on 
paper it vou don’t live here and af 
you're guaranteed you ll never have 
to use Tt. 

But anyone who has braved 
getting in-and out ot the parking lot 
ona busy day probably has a sincere 
personal opinion in’ four letter 
words. 

The fatest: Post: Office ripple ts 
placing a mail box across the street 
in the Town Center Shopping arena 
for our convenience. Since it’s really 
a lot more convenient just to walk 
across the street and use the facility, 
it appears that without half trying 
we're back into another Post Office 
chess game. 

And the mat! box brings up a lot 
more questions than where does the 
guy live who designed the parking 
lot. 

If cars can traverse freely back 
and forth from Town Center at the 
Post Office driveway. why can't 
people? 

The theory is that it isn't safe to 
cross there.

The Aztec Football team of Placentia-Yorba Linda 
Pop Warner has been invited to Florida this coming 
season to play in the *'Lil’’ Gator Bowl in the city of 
Naples.
